Begins  on 
the  Healthful 
Living 
Center! 

This  summer  marked  the  beginning 
of  the  construction  of  the  Healthful 
Living  Center,  a  year  ahead  of  schedule. 
On  July  14,  before  a  large  gathering  of 
students,  faculty,  staff,  alumni,  and 
trustees,  Dr.  Beverly  W.  Miller, 
president  of  the  College,  donned  a 
hardhat  and  climbed  aboard  a  bulldozer 
for  the  groundbreaking  celebration. 

There  was  much  to  celebrate  as  the 
early  start  of  the  Healthful  Living 
Center  meant  the  College  would 
complete  its  Master  Plan  two  years 
ahead  of  schedule.  The  Healthful  Living 
Center,  the  largest  single  construction 
project  in  the  College's  history,  will  be 
open  for  student  use  in  the  fall  of  1993. 

The  146,000  square  foot  facility 
(including  basement)  will  answer  the 
needs  of  the  College's  present  and 
future  students  for  health  and  fitness 
activities.  Mr.  Jay  Chapin,  Chairman  of 
the  College's  Board  of  Trustees  and 
CEO  of  B  and  C  Enterprises  said,  "The

Western  New  England 
College  graduate  Rodney  Smith  '88 
won  a  bronze  medal  in  the  1992 
Barcelona  Olympics  in  Greco-

exciting  bronze  medal  match.  With 
jast  25  seconds  left  in  the  match, 
Rodney  slammed  his  opponent  for  a 
near  pin,  and  walked  away  with  a  6- 
3  decision.  He  was  cheered  on  in, 
Barcelona  by  his  mother  and 
WNEC  wrestling  coach  Bob 
Skelton. 

Rodney  was  honored  with  a 
full -page  pholo  in  the  August  10 
issue  of  Sports  Illustrated.  The 
photo  was  accompanied  by  a 
caption,  extolling  his  Olympic 
efforts,  while  mentioning  WNEC 
and  Rodney's  love  of  writing 
poetry. 

A  sergeant  in  the  U.S.  Army, 
Rodney  returned  to  campus  August 
21  for  a  reception  in  his  honor  that 
was  attended  by  over  100  members 
of  the  faculty  and  staff.

President's  Message 


September  1, 1992 


Dear  Alumni: 


By  now  I'm  sure  that  some  of  you  have  heard  about  all  the  excitement  that  has  been 
generated  on  campus  since  June  2.  On  ftat  day  the  Board  of  Trustees  decided  to  accelerate 
the  building  schedule  for  the  Healthful  Living  Center  to  take  advantage  of  currently  lower 
construction  costs  and  the  urgent  need  to  attract  students  by  offering  adequate  facilities. 

As  a  result,  the  College  broke  ground  on  July  14,  with  completion  of  the  building  set 
for  September  1 , 1993.  That  date  is  two  years  ahead  of  the  original  schedule  outlined  in  the 
Master  Plan  of  1979.  The  cost  advantage  to  the  College  of  the  earlier  date  is  significant 
Three  years  ago  the  estimate  given  was  for  S 1 5,000,000;  the  low  bid  on  the  project,  which 
was  the  one  awarded  the  contract,  was  $9,1 18,522.  A.  R.  Green  Construction  Company  of 
Holyoke  was  the  successful  bidder.  That  firm  has  renovated  both  the  Gateway  Apartments 
and  Churchill  Hall. 

Now  the  challenge  before  us  becomes  even  greater.  The  College  must  continue  to  rai  se 
money  to  meet  building  costs.  With  almost  $5,000,000  on  hand  in  cash  and  pledges,  we 
can  congratulate  ourselves  but  cannot  afford  to  rest  on  our  laurels.  If  the  College  is  going 
to  be  able  to  operate  the  completed  facility  and  pay  the  maintenance  costs,  it  cannot  also 
pay  for  an  excessive  debt  service.  We  must  continue  and  even  accelerate  our  fundraising 
efforts. 

The  alumni  have  been  most  generous  with  their  time  and  resources.  Please  make  every 
effort  possible  within  your  personal  limitations  to  help  us  complete  this  campaign  and 
thereby  finish  the  Master  Plan.  I'm  certain  that  your  enthusiasm,  just  as  in  the  past,  will 
match  the  excitement  on  the  campus.
